Rupright  said  The  group  is  split  up  into 
two  tactions  —  the  unemployment 
group,  and  Ihe  economic  development 

"The  groups  direct  all  Issues  from  a 
needs  point  ol  view.  They  look  at  what 
is  needed  in  training,  hcallh  care, 
counseling,  and  olher  personal  needs. 
When  they  identify  the  various  Issues 
addressed  by  Ihe  educational  com- 
munity, then  the  consortium  members 
are  ready  to  lake  on  these  issues." 
Rupright  said, 

Rupright  and  Giusti  are  involved  in 
bolh  the  consortium  and  the  task  force, 
with  Rupright  being  part  of  the 
unemployment  group  and  Giusti  being 
part  of  Ihe  economic  development 
group.  Rupright  said  the  consortium 
has  already  been  helping  people. 

"It  has  already  affected  people 
because  for  the  first  lime  wc  have  all 
been  pulled  together  as  a  group.  The 
first  step  ol  the  consortium  has  been 
taken.  Bui  Ihe  document  is  by  no  means 
the  end  of  Ihe  consortium.  It  is  merely 
the  first  project,"  Rupright  said.

MODERATION 

Moderation  Insures  against  over- 
consumption  or  any  particular  food 
component.  For  mosl  Americans, 
particularly  those  who  smoke  or  have 
high  blood  pressure,  cutting  back  on 
[at.  saturated  fat.  and  cholesterol  In- 
takes Is  sensible.  This  can  be  done  in 
pari  by  choosing  lean  meats  and  by 
subs  li  luting  lowfat  or  nonfat  dairy 
producls  for  Ihose  rich  in  fals.  Since 
foods  high  in  fat  also  lend  lo  be  high  in 
calories,  cutting  back  on  Ihese  roods 
also  helps  to  control  weight. 

Moderation  of  our  use  of  sodium  is 
also  important;  salt  has  been  linked 
with  high  blood  pressure,  and  most  of 
us  consume  Tar  more  lhanis  necessary. 
We  should  learn  to  enjoy  the  unsolled 
flavors  or  food  and  to  cat  sparingly  of 
highly  Salted  snack  foods  as  well  as 
pickled  foods,  cured  meals  and  con- 
Over  half  of  the  sodium  we  eat  Is 
"hidden"  either  as  part  of  a  naturally 
occurring  fnod  or  more  often  ns  a 
seasoning  or  preservative  that  has  been 
added.  Reading  labels  on  packaged 
foods  can  help  us  lo  avoid  excessive

Mondoy  after  he  had 
talked  tollU)  president  Ryan  that  morning,  and  this  islhefoslesl  way  wcco  " 
read,"  Carnaghi  said 

Though  Ihe  memo  admits  that  "stole  revenue  has  fallen  far  below 
pectntions,"  Carnaghi  expressed  optimism  about  more  funds  coming  through 
during  the  legislature's  special  session,  but  pointed  out  lhal  even 
back  could  have  large  implications  for  Ihe  campus.

Both  IU  Bloomington  and  Purdue 
approve  IPFVs  budget,  and  since 
Purdue  has  projected  a  fee  increase, 
whether  or  not  IPFW  students  will  face 
one  depends  on  what  III  decides  to  do 

So  far,  IU  students  have  one  friend 
who  is  willing  to  slick  up  for  them. 
During  his  state  of  university  address 
last  September.  IU  president  John  Ryan 
and  the  IU  trustees  submitted  a  (395.5 
million  budget  request  from  (he 
legislature  that  allows  for  six  percent 
inflation  and  no  rise  In  tuition  for  two 
years.  "Students  and  their  families 
already  have  been  asked  to  pay  more 
than  their  fair  share  of  the  rising  cost  of 


education,"    Ryan 

Since  the  overall  state  of  the  economy 
is  not  good,  Ryan's  and  the  trustees' 
request  may  seem  illogical,  but ! 
has  to  draw  the  line  somewhere,  and 
Ryan  is  willing  to  do  so.  The  future  of 
(his  country  lies  in  well-educated  men 
and  women,  and  a  university  helps  give 
people  experiences  to  think  intelligently, 
whether  they  are  full-time  degree 
candidates  or  just  come  (o  campus  to 
attend  the  theatre. 

Ryan's  request  has  been  criticized  by 
the  Higher  Education  Commission  who 
claims  that  he  is  limiting  students' 
educations  because  the  stale  cannot 
make  up  for  the  lack  of  funds  caused  by 

suggested  IU  raise  its  student  fees  9.3 
percent  for  1983-84  and  5.S  percent  for 
'84-85.  Through  it  all,  Ryan  has  stuck  to 
his  guns. 

Whether  or  not  (he  overall  state  of  the 
economy  worsens,  one  thing  must  be 
made  clear  —  higher  education  must  be 
a  high  priority  among  budgetary  con- 
cerns when  the  state  legislature  decides 
how  much  to  fund  (hem.  Ryan  is  fighting 
for  this  goal.
